Funerals Without Flowers 

Within recent months the writer has attended a number of funerals, | 
Joining with other friends and loved ones in paying respect to a deceased | 
friend. Some of these funeral services have been held quietly and simply in 
the home, with only a few of the nearest relatives and closest friends of the 
departed one present; others have been held in churches in order that the 
larger circle of the deceased’s friends and associates in his or her life’s 
activities might be present, or where the religious tenets of the departed 
might be properly observed. In one case just a few persons were present, 


people who had voluntarily made small contributions to prevent the remains 
of the one who had passed on from being consigned to the potter's field. 


In the vast majority of cases there were flowers in profusion, wreaths, 
emblems, sprays, dozens and scores of them, representing an expenditure of 
many dollars. And the thought constantly protruded itself whether such 
lavish display of floral tokens was right, in good taste, even in keeping with 
our Christian beliefs. It could not be questioned that in many, probably 
most, instances these flowers were sent out of love or a sincere respect for 
the deceased. Equally true, no doubt, in numerous instances flowers were 
sent because it has become the custom to send them. 

As a matter of fact, as in the case of weddings, the tendency seems to 
be in the direction of making funerals more and more elaborate, more ex-| 
pensive, more and more something of a spectacle. The quiet and simplicity 
in funerals of former days has largely passed, until now it has become a| 
Source of heavy expense and consequent worry to people who are not blessed 
with an over-abundance of this world’s goods. Yet because of prevailing | 
custom, nobody wishes to appear mean in the eyes of others when called 
upon to discharge the last duty to a loved one. 

Many people think of these things, believe present customs are wrong, 
but seldom openly express themselves. In a recent spirited article entitled 
“Decent Christian Burial”, Marian J. Castle attacked the extravagance at-| 
tending funerals. She showed how sums spent on flowers, tombstones, 
pomp and ceremony, often impoverish the living families of the deceased. | 
She wisely inferred that the dead might be happier if the funds showered 
upon their inanimate bodies were used instead to brighten the lot of the 
living. 

‘Discussing this same subject, Alma Hedin, sister of Sven Hedin, the 
famous Swedish explorer, says it is in the spirit of the times in her coun- 
try to seek the simplest and at the same time the most dignified memorial 
for those we have loved. She outlines various steps taken in this direction, 
including the provision of funeral insurance through the agency of a society, 
which takes charge of all funeral arrangements, which are the same for 
every individual. Payment can be made to the society at any time during 
the lifetime of the insured, the premium being smaller for the young than 
for the old. The highest premium is paid by those who are over 70, and 
is about $75 in all. This provides for a dignified funeral of a kind that 
might otherwise tax the resources of the bereaved family, especially when 
the deceased happend to be the breadwinner. 

In Sweden, too, they have had since 1921 an organization called the 
Flower Fund, formed to honor the dead ‘in a more worthy and more last- 
ing manner” than with ornate floral tributes for the bier. Instead of send- 
ing an expensive wreath, the friends of the deceased remit the money to 
the Flower Fund, which sends to the bereaved family a simple memorial 
message in the name of the giver. The amount contributed remains a con-° 
fidence between the donor and the Fund. 

It was decided that the money received in this way should be applied 
to obtaining houses with small apartments for old people in straitened cir- 
cumstances. When three and a half years had passed, the Flower Fund 
erected a large building on a site donated by the city of Stockholm. Soon 
@ second house rose by the side of the first, and before long six additional 
houses were built. By this means the Fund provides for more than a thou- 
sand old people. These pay a lower rent than they would pay elsewhere 
and receive care if they are ill. Otherwise they are quite free, and there is 
nothing institutional about the place. It is like a private home. 

There is a restaurant in each building where residents can buy lunch 

_ or dinner for a quarter of a dollar. They may have meals sent to their 
rooms or prepare them in the small kitchen that accompanies each apart- 
ment. Food can be purchased in the building, and there is also a laundry 
and a bakery. The old people seem to be happy under these arrangements, 
for thexe are always more applications than can be filled. 

Swedish death notices often contain a line asking that the Flower Fund 
be remembered. Sometimes another charity is named, for the example is 
contagious. The important thing is not that the money is donated to a 
single cause but that the memorial be given a form that will honor the 
dead by benefiting the living. 

Does this Swedish idea not offer a suggestion to the people of other 
countries? Can we not make our tributes to our deceased loved ones 
something more lasting than quickly withered blossoms?

Londoners Vote For Limitation Of 
Armaments 

Universal abolition of military 
aviation and limitation of armaments 
were favored by an overwhelming’ - 
majority in a straw-vote conducted 
by the League of Nations union in - 
Greater London, the union announc- 
ed, 

On these questions and on the 
question of supporting the league 
and forbidding the manufacture of 
arms for profit, the vote favored the 
proposals by 1,400,000 to 100,000. 

Londoners voted 1,375,061 to 88,- 
521 for use of economfc sanctions 
against an aggressor, whatever the 
nation might be, and 872,275 to 386,- 
664 for use of military sanctions if 
they were found necessary.

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Child Labor 


In Canada, and in the western provinces particularly, as in many other 
by agricultural ‘countries, laws are enacted and regulations made under those 
laws from the operation.of which ‘the industry of agriculture and those en- 
gaged in it are exempted. For example; legislation regulating hours of 
labor in industry,cannot well be made applicable to agriculture, although 
there are some idealists who,. shutting their ‘eyes to practical conditions, 
urge that such faws could and should be applied and enforced on the farms 
as well as in the factories. Workmen’s Compensation Acts, passed.for the 
protection of, urban workers, are in many respects not applicable through- 
out the rural‘ sections. 

As we proceed to write this article, daily newspapers lie on the desk 
telling of the complete wreckage of the N.R.A. codes governing industry 
i and business generally throughout the United States as a result of a de- 
F cision of the Supreme Court declaring such legislation unconstitutional, 

being beyond the powers of Congress to enact.inasmuch as it encroaches 
upon and usurps the constitutional rights and powers of the individual 
States of the Union. 


Whatever varying and opposing opinions people may entertain regard- 
ing the Roosevelt experiment as a whole, there has been general approval 
of the provisions. in :the N.B.A. codes prohibiting child labor in shops and 
factories. It has been estimated that-ant army of at least 100,000 children 
marched out of shops and. factories with the establishment of these codes, 
and there was a widespread belief that thereby the increasing problem of 
child labor had- been ‘solved for the time being-at least. Now the protection 
afforded these children has been destroyed, although it may be hoped that 
those in control of indusfry will ‘not revert to the employment of child labor.

A "Remarkable Personality 


British Empire Suffers Great Loss In 
The. Death Of Col. Lawrence 

The death of Col. T. B. Lawrence 
—or, to be more correct, Col. T, E. 
Shaw, since evidently he had chang- 
ed his name by legal process of re- 
cent years—robs the British Empire 
of one of the most colorful figures it 
has yielded. ‘Lawrence of Arabia” 
was more than colorful; he was al- 
most a mythical god. There was 
even a suggestion of a messainic 
strain about the man, so remarkable 
were his powers of leadership and 
influence, 

Lawrence, only 46 at death, and a 
graduate of Oxford, unquestionably 
helped to the winning of the World 
War on its Eastern front. He it was 
who, by sheer personal influence, 
quelled friction among the Arabs and 
roused and marshalled them against 
the Turks. He helped materially to- 
ward Allenby’s victories in Pale- 
stine. He was a strange combina- 
tion—scholar, soldier, mystic and 
diplomat. He was a peculiar yet re- 
markably effective force projected 
into a romantic and difficult setting. 
Lawrence was as unobtrusive as he 
was effective. He was a poor pub- 
licity man so far as self was con- 
cerned. Unlike the Pharisees of an 
earlier day in the life of the East, he 
sought no greetings in the market 
place or chief seats in the temple 
and at feasts.—Regina Leader. 


Lac Seul Project 


Rising Of Water Causes Damage To 
O.N.R. Road Bed 

Rising of the waters of Lac Seul 
in northwestern Ontario has caused 
damage to the road bed of the Cana- 
dian National Railways, Hon, Hugh 
Stewart, minister of public works, 
told the House of Commons, ex- 
plaining a vote of $175,000 in the 
public works bill for Lac Seul pro- 
tection works, The lake is being 
raised under an agreement between 
the Dominion and the provinces of 
Ontario and Manitoba in connection 
with power developments.

Oll Waste And Calcium Used In 
New Process 

New processes for making syn- 

thetic rubber out of the waste pro- 
ducts of oil refineries and from cal- 
cium carbide are being tried out in 
Russia. 
"Heads of the Soviet Indliitriat ayn: 
dicates expect shortly to be manu- 
facturing the product at the rate of 
20,000 tons a year. 

This will have far-reaching effects 
on the rubber-growing plantations 
of the Far Past, and will upset con- 
siderably the working of the Rubber 
Restriction Scheme, under which 30 
per cent. of the trees are not being 
tapped so as to force up raw rubber 
prices. 

The first factory for manufactur- 
ing rubber from oil waste is now 
being started in Moscow. The les- 
sons learned there will be applied in 
the construction of several large 
plants in the oil well districts. 

About 35 pounds of rubber are 
produced from the waste products 
obtained from refining a ton of oil. 
In the past these products in many 
cases had to be wasted. 

The other process, for manufactur- 
ing rubber from calcium carbide, is 
to be operated at Erivan, in Ar- 
menia, where a factory is now being 
constructed. The process is the in- 
vention of a number of: young Soviet 
scientists working in Leningrad. 

Water is added to the calcium car- 
bide, forming acetylene, the gas of 
which is often used for lighting. 
Then, after a series of chemical re- 
actions, a substance called chloro- 
prene is produced and thus ultimate- 
ly becomes rubber. 

The rubber is said to have all the 
working and wearing qualities of 
real rubber, and to be very much 
cheaper. 


Best Aid To Sleep 


Formula For The Perfect Night-Cap 
Has Been Evolved 

It is generally recognized that the 
best aid to sleep is warm milk; and 
that the main use of all night-caps 
is not as a soporific but as a means 
of removing from hot milk the un- 
palatable taste which prevents so 
many people from drinking it regu- 
larly at night. Since tea is the cheap- 
est beverage in the world, and the 
one that is in every family cup- 
board, its use in this connection is 
highly desirable. A formula for the 
perfect milk night-cap has now been 
evolved. Tea should be made in the 
usual way, which means that one 
teaspoonful of leaf should be allow- 
ed for each person and one for the 
pot. The pot should only be filled 
half way, and when pouring out after 
the usual four to five’ minutes in- 
fusion, the cups should be only half 
filled. They should then be filled up 
with hot milk, but not with boiled 
milk. ‘ 

Twenty-two million cups of tea are 
drunk in Canada every day or over 
eight billion cups of tea a year, The 
tea industry is therefore one of the 
farmer's greatest allies, for investi- 
gation has shown that the number of 
people who drink tea without milk 
is almost negligible.

New Automatic Pilot 


Invention Of Austrian Officer Proves 
Reliable In Tests 

A pilot-robot, which can be install- 
ed in any aeroplane is declared on 
the basis of tests to be more reliable 
than a human pilot. It is being de- 
veloped by Austria, It was invented 
by Captain I. N. Boykow, a former 
officer in the Austrian navy. 

The new automatic steering de- 
vice reacts on atmospheric changes, 
evades storm areas, finds its way 
through fog and clouds, and carries 
out with the greatest exactitude all 
instructions given by means of a 
signal equipment from inside the 
aeroplane or transmitted by radio 
waves from a far-off station. 

This was shown in the trial flights 
which took place at the Aspern fiy- 
ing field, near Vienna, before repre- 
sentatives of the Austrian godvern- 
ment, army and commercial flying 
experts. 

The ingenius invention is regard- 
ed as having tremendous potential- 
ities as a weapon in wartime. Bomb- 
ing-planes or gas-carrying aero- 
planes could be dispatched over the 
enemy territory at night or in cloudy 
weather to their lethal destination. 

Friends disclosed that Captain 
Boykow has been offered a large sum 
by the German air-ministry for the 
rights to his invention. 


To Make An Impression

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Prince Buys Fast 'Plane 


Cruises Long Distance At 140 Miles 
Per Hour 

The Prince of Wales, by his ex- 
ample, has long given a stimulus to 
private flying in the Old Country. 
He received recently a new airplane, 
& Dragon-Rapide twin-engined bi- 
plane capable of a maximum speed 
of more than 160 miles an hour, and 
of cru‘sing for long distances at 140 
m.ph, It is the fastest craft he 
has yet owned. 

The machine is similar in main 
structural details to the standard 
Rapide, of which forty have been 
Sold in the past few months for air- 
line and private flying in Great Bri- 
tain and abroad. Its usual seating 
accommodation for eight passengers 
is displaced for the Prince’s journeys 
by six comfortable armchairs and 
special cabin furnishings, including 
a writing table and a cocktail cabi- 
net, Navigational equipment in- 
cjudes a powerful radio-telephonic 
sending and receiving apparatus, and 
a complete set of “‘blind’’ flying in- 
struments. Parachutes are available 
for every occupant. Power is deriv- 
ed from two Gipsy-Six 6-cylinder air- 
cooled motors, which are mounted in 
nacelles, one on either side of the 
fuselage. The tanks carry fuel suf- 
ficient for non-stop journeys any- 
where within the British Isles. 

Like all of his previous machines, 
the Prince’s new craft is painted in 
the distinctive red and blue of the 
Brigade of Guards. 


Old Lines Still Marked 


Members Of British House Must 
Stand Within Boundary 

A member's unwitting step sent 
the British House of Commons back 
hundreds of years. 

Sir Lambert Ward was speaking 
from the front government bench 
when he was interrupted with cries 
of “Order, Order,’ and the House 
rippled with laughter. He hesitated 
and looked around, then with an 
amused glance at his own feet he 
moved back. 

Unaware, he had stepped from the 
carpet into history. Back in more 
stirring days when gallants were 
wont to come to parliament wearing 
a sword, conflicts were not unknown. 
So the thoughtful Mother of Parlia- 
ments drew red lines down the floor 
on both sides of the House. She 
fixed a No Man's Land, into which 
no member, while addressing the 
House is allowed to step.

But a strip 
of red carpet still marks the old 
lines. No member, whether of the 
government or opposition, may, while 
speaking, stand beyond the carpet 
line, And when Sir Lambert stepped 
within two swords lengths of the 
Labor opposition, the House remem- 
bered its history and called him to 
order. 


Industry Is Growing 


More Acreage Given To Asparagus 
Growing In B.C. 

About 800,000 pounds of asparagus 
will be produced in British Columbia 
this year, growers estimate, and re- 
turns to farmers will probably ex- 
ceed $100,000, 

Production of this tasty early 
vegetable is rapidly becoming an im- 
portant branch of the agricultural 
industry of the province and on 
Vancouver Island, in Okanagan Val- 
ley and on the Lower Mainland there 
are approximately 500 acres in as- 
paragus, compared with 350 two 
years ago and 119 in 1930. 

Asparagus is a comparatively new 
commercial vegetable in B.C, Until 
recent years, the province depended 
upon California and Washington for 
its domestic supply.

Disease Not So Dangerous If Iso- 
lated As Soon As Diagnosed 

If influenza cases were isolated as 
soon as “diagnosed, the death rate 
now attributed to the disease would 
drop to one per cent. of its present 
figure, Dr. J. W. McIntosh of Van- 
couver said in an address before the 
vtial statistics section of the Ontario 
Public Health Association.

Largest Music Library 


Recognition Given To B.B.C. Collec- 
tion Is World-Wide 


A music library that began thir- 
teen years ago in a tiny top floor 
room in the Strand, London, has now 
grown to be the largest of its kind 
in the world. Housed on the steel 
Shelves of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, this working library 
comprises 20,000 musical titles, 
ranging from a simple ballad for 
soprano and piano to a symphony 
in several movements. There are 
100,000 vocal scores, covering’ the 
entire field from grand opera to 
musical comedy. The library contains 
some music not to be obtained else- 
where and thus brings the most not- 
able productions within reach of the 
general public. Already ten million 
British homes rely on the B.B.C. Lib- 
rary for their musical fare, the ex- 
cellence of which has received world- 
wide recognition.—The New Outlook.
